Elas- 
ticity is lost just as a rubber band loses its life and 
snap. Anything, then, that results in impaired health, 
wasting of the tissues of the body and general lack 
of tone may be followed by stretching of the 
stomach walls.

Pacific Coast 


(By International News 8errlc«.) 


PORTLAND. 
Ore., Hay 
20~~ 


With the completion of the Federal 
Telegraph Company's new plant at 
HilUboro. Ore., In June, the second 
highest-powered wireless station on 
the Pacific coast will be put Into 
operation, capable pf transmlttting 
across the Pacific ocean. 


The station will be used primar- 
ily for coastal business, handling 
commercial messages in competi- 
tion with the older wire companies. 


An interesting feature of the 
operation of the new plant will be 
the direct connection of land wires 
with the wireless set. without a 
break In the circuit. Messages will 
be sent by wire from the company's 
office in Portland to the station at 
i 
Hlllsboro, twenty miles distant, and 
the Instruments there will be so ar- 
xanged that they will automatically 
transfer the signals to the wireless. 
Messages for delivery in Portland 
will be received on the roof of the 
••tiding housing the company's of- 
••ee. thereby making the presence of 
a telegraph operator at the station 
Itself unnecessary. 


The station will be capable of 
handling eight messages simulta- 
neously, four coming and four go- 
ing, according to company's offi- 
cials. 


The company's plant at San 
Diego. Cal.. which was built for the 
nary during the war, is the largest 
OB the Pacific coast, being rated at 
300 kilowatts. 


The Hillsboro station will be of 


ISO kilowatts, with a tower 625 
feet in height. 
The aerial is of 


umbrella type and will cover 275 
acres.

The privilege of one day a week 


free from work—when one has lei- 
sure to think of things higher than 
the feeding, clothing and housing 
the body—is so noble a boon to 
mankind that intelligent humanity 
might be expected to cherish it and 
defend it always with fierce jeal- 
ousy. 


But if the common sense of men 


could be relied on, there wouldn't 
be any moral problem of any sort 
in the world. The Sunday is but one 
of the innumerable difficulties in 
which the human race is entangled 
because warped thinking has led 
it off the straight track of God's 
wisdom. 


It should be useful therefore to 
search out and mark distorted Ideas 
concerning the Sabbath which hin- 
der a sensible agreement on the 
kind of day that America ought to 
make out of Sunday. 


The first hindrance to rational 


Sabbath-keeping in America is the 
old. old fault of excessive devotion 
to an institution. 


This is what Jesus Christ collid- 


ed with wheji he discussed the Sab- 
bath with 
the Pharisees. 
They 


were so tremblingly afraid of losing 
this law-marked 
thing called the 
^hbath that they surrounded 
it 


with a towering wall of "don'ts 
for its protection. 


But Jesus exposed their moral 
stupidity in one sentence: 


"The Sabbath was made for man, 
and not man for the Sabbath." 
Jesus was not concerned about 
the Sabbath as in itself a sacred 
object. 
It did not appeal to him 
as a tradition or an heirloom. 


He was interested in Just one way 


—the Sabbath helped men. He ap- 
proved everything that helped. 


So the basic essential for pro- 


tecting the Sabbath must be a great 
care that the day shall be observed 
so as to improve human life. 


Worry lest the Sabbath is going 


to be dishonored misses the mark. 
The thing to worry over is the dan- 
ger that the American people are 
going to lose what the Sabbath Is 
intended to bring them. 


A closely related difficulty is the 


indefiniteness of church opinion as 
to what the fourth commandment 
means by "holy." 


The Hebrew root, as scholars of- 


ten state.slgnifies something sepa- 
rated. 
The 
children 
of Israel 
doubtless understood that anything 
marked "hol>" must be set off by 
itself and not touched except 
on 
strictest necessity. 
Their altars 


were holy in that sense. And that 
has been very largely the nature 
of Christian reverence for the Sab- 
bath. People have used it gingerly 
—as little as possible. 


But whatever of this special sense 


of the adjective "holy" prevailed 
in Old Testament times. Jesus did 
away with it 
He spoke of God as 


a Father whose every possession is 
freely put at the disposal of his 
children for their use. Jesus plain- 
ly thought of the Sabbath not as 
an untouchable day, but as a day to 
be employed 
and 
enjoyed more 


richly than any of the other six. 


Whoever, therefore, wishes to 


echo the tone of Christ must change 
from negatives, "This and this jou 
must not do for fear of desecrating 
the Sabbath," to positives. "This 
and this and this you ought to do 
in order to get all the good out 
of the Sabbath that God proposes " 


To be sure, this positne plea has 


negative implications. But let them 
come later as implications. Don't 
put them foremost 


Unquestionably the center pur- 


pose of the fourth commandment 
is to insure to men one da> of free- 
dom ever* week from the exactions 
of economic toil 
Let the church 


then 
stress 
most 
of its kindly 


thought of the good Father for the 
toilers of His world.

GUARD UNITED STATES 


Senators Pomerene and Willis are to be commend- 


ed for their unreserved stand against any armament 
plans for this country. Recently when this matter came 
up in congress they passed their votes against a great 
and costly armament program. 


While President Harding has announced his posi- 


tion as one calling for armament, this does not mean 
that the President is irrevocably pledged to a plan 
which will keep this country in a constant state of over- 
preparedness with a chip on its shoulder to every nation 
which may have a real or imaginary grievance against 
us. 


Far from it. The President's position before and 


after his election appears too well defined to take any 
such view of his attitude. The Ohio national leader 
knows as well as any one that a certain amount of pre- 
paredness is necessary to meet any sudden and grave 
situation. 


Beyond this armament means a great burden upon 


the tax payers of the nation besides placing the United 
States in the attitude of a world belligerent and aggres- 
sive nation when history shows that this nation is the 
most peaceful on the face of the earth and seeks only 
commercial and economic readjustments 
which will 


bring about the settlement of the great war debt and the 
balance of world power so that war and its evils may 
be cast into the oblivion where they belong. 


Lesson after lesson has taught the preparedness 


provisions of today are but the discard of the morrow. 


Costly ships, have been planned and carried along 


to a certain degree of completion when it is revealed that 
some little point here or there, an improvement not pre- 
viously recognized, a feature here and there never re- 
vealed have made those costly monuments of war and 
its desolation mere scrap heaps. 


That wonderful engine of naval warfare, the Queen 


Elizabeth, which figured not so gloriously at Salonika, 
had hardly fired a shot when it was disclosed that she did 
not come up to meet the emergency for which she had 
been constructed. 


Out of this mistake the Hood was evolved. Follow- 


ing the Hood came our own great ships recently launch- 
ed and now that those are ready for action naval au- 
thorities aided by inventive genius have discovered that 
they could have been improved upon. Great ships of a 
few years ago are worth nothing more than old scrap 
iron or target practice for the ships of today. 


So from an economic standpoint, armament appears 


.to be a failure and from a peace urgent it has no stand- 
ing. 


Women's leagues all over the country are holding 


meetings urging disarmament. It is well that they 
should.

But there is a happy medium in all things. 
While disarmament seems to be the popular de- 


mand and advisedly we should not strip ourselves bare 
to the weapons of an enemy at a single stroke. 


This disarmement program should proceed regular- 


ly, orderly and with dignity. 


By this means we manifest to the world our peace- 


ful intentions and other nations, even if not following iu 
the same line, by reason of prearrangement will awaken 
to the terrific economic loss by this senseless building of 
great armament cither naval or land and follow the lead.

AMERICA'S DEBT TO EUROPE 


When President Harding declares 


that "no civilization could survive 
{he repudiation of debts." his words 
can be made to work both ways, 
says Price Hubert u the Mercure 
de France. 
If for instance Lenin 


is responsible fur the czar's pledges 
why isn't President Harding respon- 
sible for President Wilson's under- 
takings.' 
This is only one of tLe 


many interesting and keenly argu- 
ed points in M. Hubert's article, 


I which follows: 


"1 have just read a number of ar- 


ticles on President Harding .nd tfte 
foreign policy of the United States. 
It is impossible to date most of 
these articles which might just as 
well have been written in Septem- 
ber, 1920 as in April 1921, just as 
well in London as in Rome, in Paris 
or in America. 


"This fact betrays a certain un- 


certainty. 
American opinion 
has 


chosen a president but it knows no 
better than he to which saint to 
devote itself. 


"The Canadian delegate at the 


first meeting at Geneva made this 
declaration: 'Canada has left 50,- 
000 men on French and Flanders 
earth. That is the tribute which it 
paid to European diplomacy.' This 
way of looking at it has not pre- 
vented Canada from joining the 
pact but it contributes to turn aside 
the United States from the League 
of Nations. 
From having heard it 


repeated so often Americans in gen- 
eral have ended in believing that 
they came into the wax for the sake 
of ideas. 
They are very pleased 


with themselves but have no wish 
to begin again. 


"It is not because of Article 10." 


says the writer, "that the United 
States refused to join the League; 
' Article 10 is only a pretext to justi- 
fy a refusal. 


"President Harding 
boasted of 


being a. simple woodman and has 
admitted his ignorance of foreign 
policy. 
So much 
simplicity 
and 


frankness are delightful on condi- 
tion that the self-made man lets 
himself be guided, but by whom? 
Nothing shows more plainly 
the 


American confusion than a collec- 
tion 
of 
President 
Harding's 


speeches. 
In his first speech on 


November 11, 1920, he said that 
America fought not to insure 
a 


peaceful existence to democracy nor 
for humanity, but for a freeAmeri- 
ca. This is a cry of the heart. This 
man is thoroughly honest and has 
too much common sense not to see 
what is and to proclaim it. Ameri- 
ca fought for America—everything 
else is literature. 
But he adds di- 


rectly 
afterwards 
that America 


claims nothing but gave generously. 
It is difficult to see so far what 
she gives but it is easier and easier 
to see what she claims. 


"In his first 
speech President 


Harding spoke of American gener- 
osity saying that the disinterested- 
ness of the United States was a 
thing proved. If anything has been 
proved it is that America fought 
for herself and that it is in the 
name of her interests, moreover 
legitimate, in the Pacific, in Meso- 
potamia, and elsewhere, that she 
has come on the scene again. When 
metaphysics are put aside for the 
question of cables, or petroleum- or 
exchange, the conversation becomes 
serious but there is more chance 
of coming to an end. 


"One important part 
of 
the 


speech is where he says that no 
civilization could survive the repu- 
diation of debts. 


"It is easy 
to see what that 


means for Russia and for the coun- 
tries which are debtors to Ameri- 
ca. 
But it must be asked if that 


does not also mean something for 
America and its president without 
them knowing it. 


"If it is wrong," continues the 


writer, "that Leninc repudiates the 
debts of Nicholas it would be good 
to know 'mutatis mutandis' 
with 


what right President Harding re- 
fuses to recognize the engagements 
taken by President Wilson? 
For 


after all, these engagements have 
had results which cannot be recov- 
ered. Can a bargain made in good 
faith be cancelled by a simple dec- 
laration of one of the parties? Pos- 
sibly there was a misdeal but un- 
fortunately the game cannot be be- 
gun again. 


"All the propositions of President 


Harding or of his people lead to 
two very simple ideas: The sover- 
ignty of the states in intangible; a 
collaboration between 
the 
states' 


seems inevitable. 
In those coun- 


tries which have joined the League 
of Nations these ideas have found 
a 'modus vivandi'; in the United 
States they are still looking for a 
way. Masters of gold and raw ma- 
terials, 
creditors 
of 
the world,

the Americans 


are inclined to rely only on them- 
selves. 
And the principle of sov- 


eriftnty leads the pan-German doc- 
trine or more simply to imperial- 
ism. The langu; r;e which America 
uses to the League of Nations is 
the language of force.

forces in the world. 
There is the 


Latin America, there, is Japan, and 
little by little China. There is al- 
so Europe, although she is rather 
tired. 
Europe took a long time to 


discover America, who, today 
is 


returning the compliment. 


"Fortunately the simple wood-

speech showed this. It proves that 
above all, home policy continues to 
weigh heavily on the foreign policy 
that is to say. to embarrass it and 
strain it.
